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REPORT 


During the month of January 1928 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1921 Census 
had populations of over 30,000, the births of 4361 living children, of whom 2208 
were males, and 2153 were females. Compared with the number registered in the 
previous month, that of male children is 79 more, of female children 142 more, and 
of both sexes 221 more. The monthly birth-rate of these towns taken collectively 
was 21°3 per thousand, which rate is 1‘0 more than that of the previous month, but 
0-3 less than the January average. 

In the individual towns the monthly birth-rate averaged 21:1, and varied from 
26°5 per thousand in Greenock, 23-7 in Coatbridge, 23°6 in Ayr, and 23°5 in Clyde- 
bank, to 14°1 in Kirkcaldy, 17°6 in Edinburgh, and 18°3 in Dunfermline. In 
Glasgow this rate was 23-0, in Kilmarnock 22°8, in Hamilton 22°7, in Aberdeen 
22-2, in Motherwell and Wishaw 21-9, in Falkirk 21:0, in Paisley 18°8, in Dundee 
18°6, and in Perth 18°6. 

Of the 4361 living children whose births were registered during the month, 4085, 
or 93°7 per cent., were legitimate, while 276, or 6°3 per cent., were illegitimate. 
The legitimate children of the month numbered 218 more than those of the previous 


month, and the illegitimate children 3 more. The illegitimate rate of the month, 


63 per cent., is 0-3 less than that of the previous month. In the individual towns 
the illegitimate rate varied from 9-4 per cent. in Aberdeen, 8:2 in Kirkcaldy, 7°9 in 
Coatbridge, and 7°6 in Dundee, to 3-1 in Motherwell and Wishaw, 3°3 in Greenock, 
3°4 in Dunfermline, and 3°8 in Perth. 

Marriages registered in these towns during the month numbered 2196, and 
equalled a marriage-rate of 10°7 per thousand. This number is 306 more than in 
the previous month. This rate is 1-4 more than in the previous month, and 0°5 more 
than the January average. In the individual towns the monthly marriage-rate 
averaged 9°1, and varied from 15:4 per thousand in Falkirk, 12:2 in Glasgow, 12°0 
in Coatbridge, 11°4 in Dundee, and 10°5 in Edinburgh, to 5°6 in Dunfermline, 6-9 
in Hamilton, and 7°0 in Paisley and in Clydebank. 


NOTE.—The averages used for comparison are the means of the same rates in the 
corresponding months of the three preceding years. 


2 Report. 


Deaths registered in these towns numbered 4125, of which 2065 were of males, 
and 2060 of females. Deducting the deaths of persons with usual residence in 
Scotland but outwith the town of registration, and adding those of persons dying 
elsewhere in Scotland but with usual residence in one or other of these towns, the 
corrected number is found to be 3896, and to include the deaths of 1928 males and 
1968 females. The corrected number of deaths is 187 more than that of the 
previous month. 


The monthly death-rate in these sixteen towns taken collectively and based on the 
corrected number of deaths was 19°0 per thousand. This rate is 0°8 more than - 
that of the previous month, and 3:2 more than the January average. In the 
individual towns the monthly death-rate averaged 16°7, and varied from 22°7 in 
Greenock, 20°9 in Glasgow, and 19°7 in Falkirk, to 11°5 in Hamilton, 11°6 in 
Motherwell and Wishaw, and 13:3 in Dunfermline. In Dundee the monthly death- 
rate was 18°9, in Coatbridge 18-9, in Edinburgh 18-7, in Aberdeen 18°6, in Perth 
18-2, in Kirkcaldy 16-9, in Paisley 15:3, in Kilmarnock 15:2, in Clydebank 13:8 and 
in Ayr 13°5. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 605, and equalled an 
infantile mortality rate of 142 per thousand of the average number of births registered 
monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months. These deaths 
number 18 fewer than in the previous month. This rate is 4 less than in the 
previous month, but is 28 more than the January average. In the individual towns 
the infantile mortality rate of the month averaged 130, and varied from 226 per 
thousand in ‘Falkirk, 200 in Greenock, 169 in Dundee, and 166 in Glasgow, to 66 in 
Hamilton, 88 in Motherwell and Wishaw, 89 in Dunfermline, and 90 in Edinburgh. 
In Perth this rate was 163, in Coatbridge 134, in Kilmarnock 121, in Kirkcaldy 
117, in Clydebank 116, in Ayr 115, in Aberdeen 110 and in Paisley 107. 


Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 362, and equalled a 
death-rate of 1°8 per thousand. These deaths collectively numbered 4 more than 
in the previous month, and 155 more than the January average. They included 
1 from enteric fever, 192 from measles, 11 from scarlet fever, 58 from whooping- 
cough, 57 from diphtheria, and 43 from the diarrhoeas of childhood. Compared with 
the number in the previous month, deaths from whooping-cough are 9 more, from 
diphtheria 6 more, and from scarlet fever 2 more, but those from the diarrhcas of 
childhood are 11 fewer, from measles 1 fewer, and from enteric fever 1 fewer. Of 
the 192 deaths from measles registered during the month, 167 occurred in Glasgow. 

Deaths from influenza in all numbered 60, which is the same as in the previous 
month, but is 28 more than in November last, and 23 more than in October last. 

Deaths from respiratory diseases other than phthisis, but exclusive of those 
associated with influenza, numbered 927, which is 49 more than in the previous month. ~ 
These deaths equal a death-rate of 45 per thousand, which rate is 0:2 more than 
in the previous month, and 1°3 more than the January average. 


Deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease numbered 221, of which 159 were 
attributed to tuberculosis of the respiratory system. The former number is 5 less 
than in the previous month, and 18 less than the January average. The latter 
number is 14 less than in the previous month, and. 19 less than the January 
average. 


Meteorological Notes. 3 


METEOROLOGICAL NOTES supplied by the Meteorological 
Office, Edinburgh. 


JANUARY 1928. 


Mean barometric pressure, 29°551 in.; less than the average of 1881-1915 
by 0°317 in. 


Mean temperature, 40°-2; greater by 2°:2. 

Mean daily range of temperature, 9°°4; greater by 0°°6. 

Rain, depth in inches, 7°77 ; greater by 4°56 in. 

Wind, direction of: a 10 days’ excess of winds from south and south-west. 


With a rapid succession of depressions, travelling as a rule eastwards to the 
north of Scotland, the month was of an almost continuously mild and stormy type. 
The stormiest periods were, perhaps, around 6th, when a depression moved from the 
Hebrides to Denmark; around 10th; and from 20th to 25th. At Edinburgh, at 
mean sea-level, the extremes were 30°26 in. on Ist and 28°94 in. on 15th. 


December 1927 had been extremely cold and temperature was low on Ist 
January 1928 and in northern districts for a day or two thereafter. (8° at Braemar 
and 11° at Eskdalemuir on Ist.) On 5th there was an influx of very warm air (59° 
at Turnberry) and at no time was there any really cold spell, though touches of cold 
occurred in the fair periods between the depressions, The month was the sixth 
January in succession with a mean temperature appreciably above the normal. 


Rainfall was everywhere excessive and wide areas had considerably more than 
twice the normal. At Cargen, near Dumfries, the total (11°83 in.) was the heaviest 
recorded in any month since observations commenced there in 1860; at Greenock 
(15°52 in.) the month was much the wettest January for at least 60 years; and at 
Edinburgh it was the wettest January since 1877. In Central Perthshire, West 
Inverness-shire, and Argyllshire, considerable areas had more than 20 in., with as 
much as 26°15 in. at Achaidh Burn in the Loch Katrine area and 25°05 in at 
Ardtornish on the Sound of Mull. Many places had rain on every day, and wide 
areas only one or two rainless days. The month was notable for the persistence of 
wet weather rather than for very heavy individual falls. The wettest periods were 
around 5th, from 9th to 12th, around 18th, and from 23rd to 27th. Falls of about 
2 in. occurred at Ardtornish on Ist and at Kinlochquoich on 11th and 12th. 


Wind reached gale force on many days in most districts, with a velocity of 87 
miles per hour at Lerwick on 24th. Early in the month wintry weather wes 
experienced in the north, and roads were blocked with snow, and on 11th snow fell 
rather widely. Rivers were at times in high flood, and around 22nd serious damage 
occurred, notably in the Blairgowrie district and at Ballater, where the Dee burst 
its banks. 


Thunder occurred, locally or over wide areas in the west, on as many as 18 days. 
Towards north-east and in south none was reported; early on 11th a sharp storm 
was experienced in some eastern districts; and in the west storms occurred some- 
where on each day from 7th to 14th, and almost daily from 23rd onwards. 


With a few bright days amongst many cloudy ones, sunshine aggregates were 
fully equal to the normal. 


Aurora was observed in Shetland on 8th, 22nd, 26th, 27th and 28th; at 
Aberdeen on 26th and 27th.

During the month of February 1928 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1921 Census 
had populations of over 30,000, the births of 3874 living children, of whom 1950 
were males, and 1924 were females, Compared with the number registered in the 
previous month, that of male children is 258 less, of female children 229 less, and 
of children of both sexes 487 less. 

The monthly birth-rate of these towns taken collectively was 20:2 per thousand, 
which rate is 1*l less than that of the previous month, and 2:2 less than the 
February average. 

In the individual towns the monthly birth-rate averaged 20°7, and varied from 
26°] in Greenock, 24°3 in Hamilton, 24:1 in Clydebank, and 23°6 in Motherwell and 
Wishaw, to 17°2 in Edinburgh and in Perth, and 17'5 in Dunfermline. In Kil- 
marnock the monthly birth-rate was 22°6, in Coatbridge 21°4, in Glasgow 20°8, in 
Paisley 20°5, in Ayr 20°5, in Aberdeen 19°9, in Dundee 18:9, in Kirkcaldy 18-7 and 
in Falkirk 18°6. 

Of the 3874 living children whose births were registered during the month, 3603, 
or 93:0 per cent., were legitimate, while 271, or 7:0 per cent., were illegitimate. 
The legitimate children of the month number 482 fewer than those of the previous 
month, and the illegitimate children 5 fewer. The illegitimate rate of the month, 
7°0 per cent., is 0°7 above that of the previous month. In the individual towns 
the illegitimate rate varied from 13:1 per cent. in Ayr, 11°3 in Falkirk, and 9 0 in 
Kilmarnock, to 0°7 in Paisley, 1°6 in Kirkcaldy, and 3°8 in Dunfermline. In 
Glasgow this rate was 8'1, in Edinburgh 5:7, in Dundee 6:9 and in Aberdeen 8°4. 

Marriages registered in these towns during the month numbered 1242, and 
equalled a marriage-rate of 6°5 per thousand. This number is 954 less than that 
of the previous month. This rate is 4:2 less than that of the previous month, but is 
0-3 more than the February average. In the individual towns the monthly 
marriage-rate averaged 5°5, and varied from 8*1 in Aberdeen and in Kilmarnock, 
and 7:4 in Glasgow and in Coatbridge, to 2°5 in Falkirk, 2°8 in Kirkcaldy, and 3°7 
in Paisley. In Edinburgh this rate was 6'4 and in Dundee 5:1. 


NOTE.—The averages used for comparison are the means of the same rates in the 
corresponding months of the three preceding years. 
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Deaths registered in these towns during the month numbered 3190, which is 
935 fewer than in the previous month. Deducting the deaths of persons with 
usual residence in Scotland but outwith the town of registration, and adding those 
of persons dying elsewhere in Scotland but with usual residence in one or other of 
these towns, the corrected number is found to be 3024, and to include the deaths of 
1491 males and 1533 females. The corrected number is 872 less than that of 
the previous month. | 

The monthly death-rate in these towns taken collectively and based on the 
corrected number of deaths was 15°8 per thousand. This rate is 3:2 less than 
that of the previous month, and 0-1 less than the February average. In the 
individual towns the monthly death-rate averaged 15:4, and ranged from 18°6 in 
Falkirk, 18°1 in Greenock, and 17:9 in Dunfermline, to 10:9 in Clydebank, 12:1 in 
Motherwell and Wishaw, and 13°5 in Kirkcaldy. In Coatbridge the monthly death- 
rate was 17:1, in Glasgow 16:7, in Aberdeen 16°3, in Kilmarnock 15:5, in Ayr 15°, 
in Paisley 15:2, in Dundee 15-0, in Perth 14:6, in Edinburgh 14:4, and in 
Hamilton 14-4. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 442, and equalled an 
infantile mortality rate of 111 per thousand of the average number of births registered 
monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months. These deaths 
number 163 fewer than in the previous month. This rate is 31 less than that of 
the previous month, but equals the February average. In the individual towns 
the infantile mortality rate of the month averaged 109, and ranged from 161 in 
Kilmarnock, 157 in Coatbridge, 142 in Paisley, and 121 in Falkirk, to 65 in Perth, 
73 in Clydebank, and 77 in Dunfermline. In Glasgow the infantile mortality rate 
was 119, in Aberdeen 117, in Greenock 117, in Kirkcaldy 107, in Dundee 106, in 
Ayr 105, in Hamilton 97, in Motherwell and Wishaw 92, and in Edinburgh 81. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 266, and equalled a 
death-rate of 1:4 per thousand. These deaths collectively numbered 96 fewer than 
in the previous month, but 47 more than the February average. They included 
120 deaths from measles, 5 from scarlet fever, 79 from whooping-cough, 37 from 
diphtheria, and 25 from the diarrhmas of childhood. Compared with the number in 
the previous month, deaths from measles are 72 fewer, from diphtheria 20 fewer, 
from the diarrhceas of childhood 18 fewer, and from scarlet fever 6 fewer, but those 
from whooping-cough are 21 more. No deaths from enteric fever were registered 
in these towns during the month. In the previous month there was 1 such death. 

Deaths from influenza in all numbered 42, which is 18 fewer than in the previous 
month. In December last these deaths numbered 60, and in November 32. 

Deaths from respiratory diseases other than phthisis, but exclusive of those 
associated with influenza, numbered 565, and are 362 fewer than in the previous month. 
These deaths equal a death-rate of 3:0 per thousand, which rate is 15 less than 
that of the previous month, and 0-2 less than the February average. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease numbered 215, of which 148 were 
attributed to tuberculosis of the respiratory system. The former number is 6 less 
than that of the previous month, and 39 less than the February average. The latter 
number is 11 less than that of the previous month, and 29 less than the February 
average. 





Meteorological Notes. 11 


METEOROLOGICAL NOTES supplied by the Meteorological 
Office, Edinburgh. 


FEBRUARY 1928. 
Mean barometric pressure, 29°824 in.; less than the average of 1881-1915

Mean temperature, 40°°5; greater by 2°'1. 

Mean daily range of temperature, 9°°7 ; less by 0°°5. 

Rain, depth in inches, 3°27; greater by 0°44 in. 

Wind, direction of: an 8 days’ excess of winds from south and south-west. 


The almost continuously stormy type of weather which had characterised the 
month of January persisted during the first half of February. The generally 
stormiest period was from 7th to 11th, and on 10th to 11th an unusually deep 
depression moved rapidly across the British Isles to the North Sea. By 17th a 
quiet anticyclonic type of conditions had developed. The range of pressure was 
considerable, and at Edinburgh, at mean sea-level, the extremes were 3066 in. on 
22nd and 28°73 in. on 10th. 


Asin January, the mean temperature was appreciably above the normal; but 
there were considerable fluctuations with rather frequent ground frosts. Highest 
readings occurred on various dates (59° at Inverness on 9th and at Gordon Castle 
on 21st); and lowest, as a rule, about 23rd or 26th (17° at Braemar on 28rd). 


Rainfall was rather below the normal in South Ayrshire, and decidedly below 
towards the north-east ; but elsewhere there was, as a rule, a slight to fairly large 
excess. Moderate rain or snow during the first three or four days was followed by 
very heavy rains in the west from 5th to 8th, and in the west wet weather continued 
until 17th or 18th, whilst in the east precipitation during the second week was 
intermittent. From 4th to 8th Kinlochquoich had fully 9 inches, with as much as 
3°70 in. on 7th. From 16th or 18th onwards many districis were rainless, though 
in some there were trifling falls on 21st, and in the extreme south-west rather 
heavy falls on 29th. At Aberdeen three-quarters of the month’s small total was 
accounted for on 10th and 11th. 


Extremely stormy weather prevailed between 6th and 11th, and wind force was 
again high between 15th and 18th. Early in the month snow fell rather widely, 
lying at West Linton to a depth of 7 in. on 4th, and there were further falls in 
some districts about LOth and 17th. Heavy flooding occurred’in many rivers on 
4th and later days, and on 9th floo ling in the Spey valley was very extensive and 


that river burst its banks at Garmouth. 


Thunder occurred here and there on Ist and 2nd, and on every day from 4th to 
10th. A sporadic storm on 10th was locally of great intensity in the south of 
Scotland. 


Thick fog occurred in the east on 26th and 27th. 
A few very sunny days brought sunshine aggregates rather above the normal. 


Aurora was observed in Shetland on 5th, 12th, 13th, 14th, 16th, 17th, 21st and 
22nd; elsewhere on some of these days; at Arbroath on 3rd; and in Orkney and 
at Gordon Castle on 20th.

During the month of March 1928 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1921 Census 
had populations of over 30,000, the births of 4480 living children, of whom 2276 
were males, and 2204 were females. Compared with the number registered in 
February, that of male children is 326 more, of female children 280 more, and 
that of children of both sexes 606 more. 

The monthly birth-rate in these towns taken collectively was 21°9 per thousand, 
which rate is 1‘7 more than that of the previous month, but is 1°3 less than the 
March average. 

In the individual towns the monthly birth-rate averaged 21°5, and ranged from 
24°6 in Falkirk, 24:4 in Dundee, 23°6 in Glasgow, and 23°2 in Coatbridge, to 15°8 
in Dunfermline 17°8 in Edinburgh, 20°] in Clydebank and 20:3 in Paisley. In Ayr 
the monthly birth-rate was 23-0, in Motherwell and Wishaw 22:6, in Greenock 22°4, 

_ in Kirkealdy 2271, in Perth 21:4, in Hamilton 21-3, in Aberdeen 20°6 and in 
~ Kilmarnock 20°5. 

Of the 4480 living children registered during the month, 4206, or 93:9 per cent., 
were legitimate, while 274, or 6:1 per cent., were illegitimate. The legitimate 
children of the month numbered 603 more than in February, and the illegitimate 
children 38 more. ‘The illegitimate rate of the month, 6:1 per cent., is 6-9 less than 
that of the previous month. In the individual towns the illegitimate rate varied 
from 9°6 per cent. in Ayr, 8°7 in Aberdeen, 8:2 in Perth and 8°1 in Hamilton, to 
2:0 in Paisley, 2:2 in Motherwell and Wishaw, 2°3 in Coatbridge and 3:1 in 
Kilmarnock. In Glasgow this rate was 6°2 per cent., in Edinburgh 7:0 and in 
Dundee 6:1, 

Marriages registered in these towns during the month numbered 1018, and 
equalled a marriage-rate of 5°0 per thousand. This number is 224 less than that 
of the previous month. This rate is 1°5 less than that of the previous month, and 
1-2 less than the March average. In the individual towns the monthly marriage-rate 
varied from 6°9 in Aberdeen, 6°7 in Perth, 5°5 in Edinburgh, and 5-3 in Glasgow, 
to 2°1 in Coatbridge, 2°7 in Motherwell and Wishaw, 2°9 in Clydebank and 3:2 in 
in Hamilton and in Kilmarnock. 


NOTE.—The averages used for comparison are the means of the same rates in the 
corresponding months of the three preceding years. 
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Deaths registered in these towns during the month numbered 3599, which is 
409 more than in February. Deducting the deaths of persons with usual residence 
in Scotland but outwith the town of registration, and adding those of persons dying 
elsewhere in Scotland but with usual residence in one or other of these towns, the 
corrected number is found to be 3429, and to include the deaths of 1633 males and 
1796 females. The corrected number is 405 more than in February. A 


The monthly death-rate in these towns taken collectively and based on the 
corrected number of deaths is 16°8 per thousand. This rate is 1:0 more than 
that of the previous month, and 0:2 more than the March average. In the 
individual towns the monthly death-rate averaged 15-7, and varied from 22°4 in 
Greenock, 18:0 in Glasgow, 17°1 in Dundee, and 16-8 in Perth, to 10°7 in Clydebank, 
10°39 in Motherwell and Wishaw, 14:4 in Hamilton, and 14°8 in Ayr and in Falkirk, 
In Kirkcaldy the monthly death-rate was 16-6, in Coatbridge 16°5, in Dunfermline 
16°4, in Aberdeen 16°3, in Kilmarnock 15:5, in Paisley 15:4 and in Edinburgh 15-2. 


Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 511, and equalled an 
infantile mortality rate of 121 per thousand of the average number of births registered 
monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months. These deaths 
number 69 more than in February. This rate is 10 more than in February and 
7 more than the March average. In the individual towns the infantile mortality 
rate of the month averaged 109, and varied from 253 in Greenock (due to pre- 
valence of measles), 129 in Aberdeen, 128 in Glasgow, and 125 in Clydebank, to 63 
in Perth, 74 in Paisley, and 90 in Kilmarnock. In Dundee this rate was 109, in 
Edinburgh 107, in Kirkcaldy 100, in Ayr 98, in Falkirk 97, in Coatbridge 96, in 
Motherwell and Wishaw 93, in Hamilton 93, and in Kilmarnock 90. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 301, and equalled a 
death-rate of 1:5 per thousand. These deaths collectively number 35 more than 
in February, and 42 more than the March average. ‘They included 1 death from 
enteric fever, 138 from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 106 from whooping-cough, 30 
from diphtheria, and 23 from the diarrhceas of childhood. Compared with the 
returns of the previous month, deaths from whooping-cough are 27 more, from 
measles 18 more, and from enteric fever 1 more, but those from diphtheria are 7 
fewer, from scarlet fever 2 fewer, and from the diarrheas of childhood 2 fewer. 

Deaths from influenza in all numbered 54, which is 12 more than in the previous 
month. In December last these deaths numbered 60, in January 60, and in 
February 42. | 

Deaths from respiratory diseases other than phthisis, but exclusive of those 
associated with influenza, numbered 697, which is 132 more than in February. 
These deaths equal a death-rate of 3:4 per thousand, which is 0°4 more than that 
of the previous month, but equals the March average. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease numbered 281, of which 193 were 
attributed to tuberculosis of the respiratory system. The former number is 66 more 
than that of February, and 8 more than the March average. The latter number is 
45 more than that of February, but 2 less than the March average.

Pressure was at first high over Scandinavia and then over Iceland also, with an 
anticyclonic wedge extending south-wards over the British Isles, from 8th to 13th, 
and very cold north-easterly winds. By 15th the anticyclone had drifted eastwards 
and pressure was low over the Atlantic. On 29th a depression developed off the 
north-west of Ireland; moved slowly to Scotland, becoming very deep; and then 

- on 31st moved south and began to fill up. The range of pressure was large, and at 
_ Edinburgh, at mean sea-level, the extremes were 30°38 in. on 10th and 28°53 in. on 
29th, the latter being the lowest point touched in March since 1913. 

Temperature was fairly high at first (59° at Ruthwell on 3rd and at Ford on 
4th); but after 4th fell steadily to a minimum between 11th and 13th (16° at West 
Linton on 13th), and at Edinburgh the week ending 17th was the coldest of the 
year. By 17th mild conditions were established (59° at Gordon Castle), but there 
was a touch of cold around 22nd. On 29th there was a decided drop in temperature. 
The mean temperature of the month differed but little from the normal, but the 
days were on the whole cold and the nights mild, and for Scotland as a whole so 
low a mean daily range for March has been recorded during the last sixty years only 
in 1916. 

Rainfall was below the normal in Midlothian, and in north-west and north, as a 
rule, decidedly so; but elsewhere there was, in general, a moderate to fairly large 
excess, and at Balmoral, Blair Atholl and Dundee, for example, aggregates were 
more than twice the normal. In the west there were only trifling falls until 16th ; 
but on lst Aberdeen had nearly 1 in., and on 5th moderate falls were general in the 
east. Snow fell in many districts between 8th and 13th. From 16th to 21st there 
_ were some heavy rains, at first in the west and then more generally. At Arrcchar 

the 5 days’ aggregate from 16th to 20th was 7? in., with nearly 24 in., on 19th and 
again on 20th; and in Perthshire especially on 19th and 20th there were some 
heavy falls,—on 20th, 3°40 in. at Glengyle on Loch Katrine and 2°66 in. at 
Aberfeldy. After two or three fine days conditions became rather unsettled, with 
some fairly heavy falls on 29th (2°22 in. at Langholm)., 

At many places snow or hail fell on every day from 8th or 9th to 13th, and from 
10th to 12th a very severe snowstorm visited nearly the whole of Scotland, and 
indeed nearly the whole of Great Britain, At Glasgow on 11th there was a level 
fall of about 6 in. With a gale from east-north-east conditions were very stormy and 
many roads were blocked with snow drifts. Wind force was again high on 21st 
and 29th, with fairly heavy snow in various districts on 29th. There was heavy 
flooding of many rivers, notably in Perthshire, about 21st. 

Thunder occurred at, or near Dundee on 10th and 11th ; at Baltasound (Shetland) 
on 15th; and in the Dumfries district on 30th. 

A good deal of fog was experienced on the east coast, notably around 4th and 
from 23rd to 25th, and in the east especially sunshine aggregates were very 
deficient. At Marchmont, in Berwickshire, the month was the cloudiest March for 
at least 40 years. 

Aurora was observed at Aberdeen on 11th, at Lerwick on 12th and at Baltasound 
on 13th.

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REPORT 


During the month of April 1928 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1921 Census 
had populations of over 30,000, the births of 4500 living children, of whom 2320 
were males, and 2180 were females. Compared with the number registered in 
March, that of male children is 44 more, but that of female children is 24 less, 
while that of children of both sexes is 20 more. 

The monthly birth-rate in these towns taken collectively was 22:7 per thousand, 
which rate is 0°8 more than that of the previous month, but 1:0 less than the 
April average. 

In the individual towns the monthly birth-rate averaged 22:9, and varied from 
30°0 in Coatbridge, 26°8 in Perth, 26°5 in Falkirk, and 25-1 in Greenock, to 16°3 in 
Kilmarnock, 17:2 in Edinburgh, 18-4 in Kirkealdy, and 19°5in Dunfermline. In 
Glasgow this rate was 24°5, in Hamilton 24:4, in Clydebank 24:1, in Aberdeen 23:9, 
in Paisley 23-0, in Dundee 22°7, in Ayr 21°8, and in Motherwell and Wishaw 21:6. 

Of the 4500 living children whose births were registered during the month, 
4242, or 94°3 per cent., were legitimate, while 258, or 5:7 per cent., were illegitimate. 
The legitimate children of the month numbered 36 more than in the previous 
month, but the illegitimate children numbered 16 fewer. The illegitimate rate of 
the month, 5°7 per cent., is 0-4 Jess than that of the previous month.

4°8, 

' Marriages registered in these towns during the month numbered 1897, and 
equalled a marriage-rate of 9°6 per thousand. This number is 879 more than that 
of the previous month. ‘This rate is 4°6 more than that of the previous month, and 
0'9 more than the April average. In the individual towns the marriage-rate 
averaged 8°4, and varied from 108 in Kilmarnock, 10°4 in Dundee and 10:2 in 
Glasgow, in Edinburgh and in Aberdeen, to 5-7 in Paisley, 6:0 in Clydebank, and 
6°1 in Coatbridge. 

Deaths registered in these towns during the month numbered 3338, which is

In the individual 
towns the monthly death-rate averaged 15:8, and varied from 19°6 in Hamilton, 
19:3 in Greenock, 18:9 in Paisley, 17:9 in Dundee, and 17°6 in Coatbridge, to 12°2 
in Kirkealdy, 13-2 in Falkirk, 13°3 in Clydebank and 13:7 in Motherwell and 
Wishaw. In Glasgow this rate was 16°3, in Perth 15°9, in Aberdeen 15:9, in 
Edinburgh 15:1, in Kilmarnock 15:0, in Dunfermline 14-7, and in Ayr 14°6. 


Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 478, and equalled an 
infantile mortality rate of 116 per thousand of the average number of births registered 
monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months. These deaths 
are 33 fewer than registered in March. This rate is 5 less than that of March, but 
is 7 more than the April average. In the individual towns the infantile mortality 
rate of the month averaged 126, and varied from 186 in Paisley, 164 in Falkirk, 158 
in Aberdeen, 155 in Kirkcaldy and 150 in Ayr, to 70 in Clydebank, 81 in Mother- 
well and Wishaw, and 89 in Edinburgh. In Greenock this rate was 148, in Perth 
125, in Hamilton 123, in Dundee 122, in Coatbridge 122, in Dunfermline 113, in 
Glasgow 111 and in Kilmarnock 97. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 296, and equalled a 
death-rate of 1:5 per thousand. These deaths collectively number 5 fewer than 
in the previous month, but 65 more than the April average. These deaths include 
1 from enteric fever, 107 from measles, 10 from scarlet fever, 104 from whooping- 
cough, 38 from diphtheria, and 36 from the diarrhceas of childhood. Compared 
with the returns of the previons month, deaths from the diarrhmas of childhood are 
13 more, from diphtheria 8 more, and from scarlet fever 7 more, but those from 
whooping-cough are 2 fewer, and from measles 31 fewer. 

Deaths from influenza in all numbered 38, which is 16 fewer than in the previous 
month. In January last these deaths numbered 60, in February 42, and in 
March 54. 

Deaths from respiratory diseases other than phthisis, but exclusive of those 
associated with influenza, numbered 552, which is 145 fewer than in March. - 
These deaths equal a death-rate of 2°8 per thousand, which is 06 less than that 
of the previous month, and 0°5 less than the April average. 

- Deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease numbered 254, of which 183 were 
attributed to tuberculosis of the respiratory system. The former number is 27 less 
than that of March, and 37 less than the April average. The latter number is 10 
less than in March, and 23 less than the April average.

Winds were at first south-westerly and then southerly ; but by the middle of the 
month a high-pressure system had developed over Iceland and a stream of cold polar 
air flowed over the British Isles. Later, after two or three days of south-westerly 
winds around 24th, north-easterly or easterly winds prevailed. The range of 
pressure was moderate, and at Edinburgh, at mean sea-level, the extremes were 30°10, 
in. on 22nd and 29°30 in. on 10th. 

Until about 11th temperature was on the whole above the normal; but there 
then set in an extremely cold spell, with severe ground frosts and at Braemar on 
night of 15th-16th a temperature in screen of 18°. At Edinburgh, the mean 
temperature of the third week was that to be looked for in the early part of a 
normal January. After fairly warm weather around 25th, temperature was rather 
low, at least in eastern districts, during the last two or three days of the month. 
rhe highest reading recorded was 73° at Kelso on 26th. 

In one or two exceptional areas, as in Wigtownshire, and around Loch Katrine, 
rainfall was fully equal to the normal, and Aberdeen had an appreciable excess. In 
general, however, there was a well-marked deficiency and this was, perhaps, most 
decided in Fife and Midlothian, which had less than half the normal, Conditions 
were rather unsettled until 4th, with some fairly heavy rains in west on 2nd (1:17 
in. at Inveraray); and after a fair interval, rain was somewhat general from 8th to 
10th, moderate in the east but fairly heavy towards north west (2°42 in. at 
Ardtornish, on the Sound of Mull, on 9th). After 12th many areas had only 
trifling precipitation; but in north-east and north there were rather heavy falls, 
partly accounted for by snow, from 17th to 20th; and around 22nd and 25th, 
there were some moderate rains. At Edinburgh the month was the driest April 
since 1912. 

Wintry conditions prevailed during the third week, with snow and hail on 
several days in many districts—on 18th as far South as Dumfries. Wind force was 
in general moderate, though high at times during the wintry period. 

Thunder occurred here and there from 3rd to 5th; from 10th to 12th—somewhat 
widely on 10th; and from 25th to 28th—somewhat widely in west on 26th. 

Fog occurred at times on the east coast, notably on 29th and 30th, and in the 
east sunshine aggregates were much below the normal. 

Aurora was observed at Baltasound, Shetland, on 15th; at Lerwick on 16th; 
and at Aberdeen on 15th, 16th, 17th.

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REPORT 


During the month of May 1928 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1921 Census 
had populations of over 30,000, the births of 4578 living children, of whom 2329 
were males, and 2249 were females. Compared with the number registered in 
April, that of male children is 9 more, of female children 69 more, and of 
children of both sexes 78 more. 

The monthly birth-rate in these towns taken collectively was 22:4 per thousand, 
which rate is 0°3 less than that of April and 0°4 less than the May average. 

In the individual towns the monthly birth-rate averaged 22°5, and varied from 
27:2 in Clydebank, 26°3 in Motherwell and Wishaw, 24:3 in Falkirk, and 24:2 in 
Paisley and in Coatbridge, to 18°6 in Perth, 18°8 in Edinburgh, and 18°9 in Dunferm- 
line. In Glasgow the monthly birth-rate was 23:4, iu Hamilton 23-0, in Greenock 
22-7, in Dundee 22°7, in Ayr 22°0, in Aberdeen 21°5, in Kirkcaldy 21-0, and in 
Kilmarnock 20°9. 

Of the 4578 living children whose births were registered during the month, 
4970, or 93:3 per cent., were legitimate, while 308, or 6-7 per cent., were illegitimate. 
The legitimate children of the month numbered 28 more than those of the previous 
month, and the illegitimate children numbered 50 more. The illegitimate rate 
of the month, 6°7 per cent., is 10 above that of the previous month. In the 
individual towns the illegitimate rate varied from 12:2 per cent. in Falkirk, 9:4 in 
Perth, 8:4 in Greenock, 8°2 in Kirkcaldy, and 8:0 in Aberdeen, to 2°9 in Ayr, 3:0 
in Kilmarnock, and 5:4 in Clydebank. In Glasgow this rate was 6°3, in Edinburgh 
6°8, and in Dundee 6°8. 

Marriages registered in these towns during the month numbered 669, and 
equalled a marriage-rate of 3°3 per thousand. This number is 1228 less than that 
of the previous month. This rate is 63 less than that of April, and 0°8 less than 
the May average. In the individual towns the monthly marriage-rate varied from 
4‘9 per thousand in Aberdeen, 3°7 in Glasgow, 3:4 in Dunfermline, and 3:3 in 
Edinburgh, to 1°3 in Kilmarnock, 1°5 in Motherwell and Wishaw, 1°6 in Falkirk, 
and 1°7 in Kirkcaldy. 


NOTE.—The averages used for comparison are the means of the same rates in the 
corresponding months of the three preceding years. 
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Deaths registered in these towns during the month numbered 3047, which is 
291 fewer than in April. Deducting deaths of persons with usual residence in 
Scotland but outwith the town of registration, and adding those of persons dying 
elsewhere in Scotland but with usual residence in one or other of these towns, 
the corrected number is found to be 2882, and to include the deaths of 1484 males 
and of 1398 females. ‘The corrected number is 308 less than that of the previous 
month, 

The monthly death-rate in these towns taken collectively and based on the 
corrected number of deaths was 14:1 per thousand. This rate is 2:0 less than 
in April, but is 0°7 more than the May average. In the individual towns the 
monthly death-rate averaged 13°3 per thousand, and varied from 17:9 in Perth, 
16°6 in Kirkealdy, and 16:0 in Aberdeen, to 9-2 in Falkirk, 10°7 in Ayr, and 10°9 
in Hamilton. In Dundee the monthly death-rate was 14°9, in Edinburgh 14°8, in 
Coatbridge 14:4, in Glasgow 14-1, in Greenock 14°0, in Motherwell and Wishaw 
12°6, in Kilmarnock 12°3, in Dunfermline 11:8, in Paisley 11°5, and in Clyde- 
bank 11°4. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 406, and equalled an 
infantile mortality rate of 95 per thousand of the average number of births registered 
monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months. These deaths 
number 72 fewer than in the previous month. This mortality rate is 21 less than 
that of April, but is 11 more than the May average. In the individual towns the 
infantile mortality rate of the month averaged 99, and varied from 180 per thousand 
in Perth, 145 in Aberdeen, and 143 in Greenock, to 18 in Dunfermline, 62 in Kilmar- 
nock, and 63 in Falkirk. In Dundee this rate was 107, in Hamilton 105, in 
Motherwell and Wishaw 101, in Coatbridge 98, in Kirkcaldy 97, in Ayr 95, in 
Edinburgh 94, in Paisley 93, in Clydebank 90, and in Glasgow 85. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 242, and equalled a 
qeath-rate of 1:2 per thousand. These deaths collectively number 54 fewer than 
in April, but 60 more than the May average. These deaths include 1 from enteric 
fever, 83 from measles, 5 from scarlet fever, 109 from whooping-cough, 15 from 
diphtheria, and 29 from the diarrhceas of childhood. Compared with the returns 
of the previous month, deaths from measles are 24 fewer, from diphtheria 23 fewer, 
from the diarrheas of childhood 7 fewer, and from scarlet fever 5 fewer, but those 
from whooping-cough are 5 more, while those from enteric fever are of the same 
number. 

Deaths from influenza in all numbered 27, which is 11 fewer than in the previous 
month. In February these deaths numbered 42, in March 54, and in April 38. 

Deaths from respiratory diseases other than phthisis, but exclusive of those 
associated with influenza, numbered 475, and equalled a death-rate of 2:3 per 
thousand. These deaths are 77 fewer than in April, and this death-rate is 0°5 less 
than in April, but 0°1 more than the May average. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease numbered 239, of which 168 were 
attributed to tuberculosis of the respiratory system. The former number is 15 less 
than in April, and 22 less than the May average. The latter number is 15 less 
than in April, and 18 less than the May average.

Pressure was high at first over Scandinavia or Iceland, and from about 6th to 
22nd an anticyclone over the Atlantic was dominant. About 24th a change of 
type occurred, and thereafter pressure was for a few days low to the immediate 
westwards of the British Isles. The persistence of a stable type of pressure distri- 
bution and the preponderance of winds with a northerly or easterly component 
were remarkable, and almost the only moderately disturbed periods occurred around 
15th-17th, when a depression of no great depth moved from Scotland southwards, 
and on 26th and 27th. The range of pressure was moderate, and at Edinburgh, at 
mean sea-level, the extremes were 30°32 in. on 30th and 29°50 in. on 17th, 

Temperature was at first moderate to fairly high; but during the second week 
decidedly low (26° at Ford, on Loch Awe, on 9th), with ground frost, and there- 
after, in the east at any rate, only moderate except for a day or two near the end of 
the month. Very warm weather was experienced in south and west from 29th to 
31st (76° at Ardtornish, on the Sound of Mull, on 31st, and 74° at Oban and Ruth- 
well on 30th); but in the east the 3lst was extremely cold. Mean temperatures for 
the month were below the average in the east ; but above it in the west. 

Rainfall was fully equal to the average of some places around the upper Moray 
Firth ; but in general was decidedly deficient. Considerable areas had only two- 
thirds or less of the average ; some places towards the north-west had less than 1 in. 
for the whole month; and at Fort William the aggregate of 0°85 in. was only 21 
per cent. of the average and the lowest recorded in May for at least 40 years. 
There were nowhere more than trifling falls until 12th; but then some moderate 
amounts in various districts until 20th or 21st,—fairly generally on 18th and 19th. 
Thereafter dry conditions were interrupted only on 26th and 27th, when rain 
was in some districts almost continuous and accounted for a large part of the 
month’s moderate aggregate. On 26th Skipness Castle, Argyll, had 1:32 in., and 
Corrie, Arran, 1°08 in. 

Wind force was moderate throughout. Snow occurred on high ground in the 
north during the second week. 

Thunder occurred at Fort Augustus on Ist; in Arran on 3rd; in Orkney on 
15th ; in the Clyde area on 19th ; and at Montrose on 26th. 

In the east, with a good deal of fog at times, sunshine aggregates were much 
below the average. In the west there were some very sunny periods, and an aggre- 
gate of 218 hours at Oban contrasted with 124 hours at Aberdeen. 

Aurora was observed at Aberdeen on 10th and at Gordon Castle on 19th.

CAUSES OF DEATH. 
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Abstract of Meteorological Observations. 
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REPORT 


During the month of June 1928 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1921 Census 
had populations of over 30,000, the births of 4373 living children, of whom 2276 
were males, and 2097 were females. Compared with the number registered in 
May, that of male children is 53 less, of female children 152 less, and that of 
children of both sexes 205 less. 

The monthly birth-rate in these towns taken collectively was 22°1 per thousand, 
which rate is 0°3 less than that of the previous month and 1°3 less than the June 
average. 

In the individual towns the monthly birth-rate averaged 21:9, and varied from 
28°9 in Coatbridge, 28°5 in Hamilton, 26°5 in Greenock, and 25:3 in Clydebank, to 
16-0 in Dunfermline, 18*1 in Kirkcaldy, 18°2 in Ayr and 18°7 in Edinburgh. In 
Glasgow this rate was 23°6, in Kilmarnock 22:2, in Motherwell and Wishaw 22:1, 
in Aberdeen 21:2, in Paisley 21:0, in Perth 20°6, in Dundee 20°1 and in Falkirk 
19°3. 

Of the 4373 living children whose births were registered during the month, 
4070, or 93:1 per cent., were legitimate, while 303, or 6-9 per cent., were illegitimate, 
The legitimate children of the month numbered 200 fewer than those of the previous 
month, and the illegitimate children 5 fewer. The illegitimate rate of the month, 
6°9 per cent., is 0°2 above that of the previous month. In the individual towns 
the illegitimate rate of the month varied from 14:0 per cent. in Perth, 9°8 in 
Kirkcaldy, and 8°8 in Falkirk, to 2°9 in Kilmarnock, 4:0 in Clydebank, and 4:7 in 
Motherwell and Wishaw. In Glasgow this rate was 7:2 per cent, in Edinburgh 6:9, 
in Dundee 6°3, and in Aberdeen 8:0. 

Marriages registered in these towns during the month numbered 2038, and 
equalled a marriage-rate of 10°3 per thousand. This number is 1369 more than that 
of the previous month. ‘This rate is 7°0 more than that of the previous month, but 
is 04 less than the June average. In the individual towns the monthly marriage- 
rate averaged 9°3 and varied from 13°7 in Perth, 12°8 in Aberdeen, 11°9 in 
Kirkcaldy, and 11-4 in Kilmarnock, to 4°5 in Hamilton, 5°3 in Clydebank, and

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7-4 in Coatbrdge. In Glasgow this rate was 10:9, in Edinburgh 11:0, and in 
Dundee 7°7. 

Deaths registered in these towns during the month numbered 2698, which is 
349 fewer than in May. Deducting deaths of persons with usual residence in 
Scotland but outwith the town of registration, and adding those of persons dying 
elsewhere in Scotland but with usual residence in one or other of these towns, 
the corrected number is found to be 2553, and ‘to inelude the deaths of 1331 males 
and of 1222 females. The corrected number is 329 less than that of the previous 
month. 

The monthly death-rate in these towns taken collectively and based on the 
corrected number of deaths was 12°9 per thousand. This rate is 1:2 less than 
that of May, but is 0°6 more than the June average. In the individual towns the 
monthly death-rate averaged 12°6, and varied from 18:1 in Perth, 14:4 in 
Kilmarnock, and 14°3 in Hamilton and in Ayr, to 8°6 in Dunfermline, 9°2 in 
Motherwell and Wishaw, and 9°3 in Clydebank. In Aberdeen this rate was 13°8, 
in Paisley 13°5, in Glasgow 13°3, in Dundee 13-3, in Falkirk 12°6, in Edinburgh 
12:5, in Greenock 12°3, in Coatbridge 11:3 and in Kirkealdy 10°7. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 348, and equalled an 
infantile mortality rate of 84 per thousand of the average number of births registered 
monthly during the preceding twelve months. These deaths number 58 fewer 
than in the preceding month. This death-rate is 11 less than in May, but 13 more 
than the June average. In the individual towns the infantile mortality rate of the 
month averaged 79, and varied from 145 in Hamilton, 119 in Ayr, and 103 in 
Paisley, to 32 in Falkirk, 34 in Clydebank, 38 in Dunfermline, and 477 in Motherwell 
and Wishaw. In Perth this rate was 100, in Greenock 99, in Dundee 94, in 


Glasgow 90, in Kirkcaldy 85, in Aberdeen 83, in Edinburgh 72, in Kilmarnock 63, — 


and in Coatbridge 55. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 152, and equalled a 
death-rate of 0°8 per thousand. These deaths collectively numbered 90 fewer than 
in May, and 5 fewer than the June average. They included 35 from measles, 9 
from scarlet fever, 55 from whooping-cough, 14 from diphtheria, and 43 from the 
diarrhoeas of childhood. Compared with the returns of the previous month, deaths 
from measles are 48 fewer, from whooping-cough 54 fewer and from diphtheria 1 
fewer, while those from scarlet fever are of the same number, and those from the 


diarrhoeas of childhood are 14 more. The returns of this month included no deaths : 


from enteric fever: in the previous month there was 1. 

Deaths from influenza in all numbered 16, which is 11 fewer than in May. In 
March these deaths numbered 54, in April 38, and in May 27. 

Deaths from respiratory diseases other than phthisis, but exclusive of those 
associated with influenza, numbered 354, and equalled a death-rate of 1°8 per 


thousand. These deaths are 121 fewer than in May. This death rate is 0°5 less 


than that of May, but 0°2 more than the June average, 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 247, of which 179 were 
attributed to tuberculosis of the respiratory system, the former number being 8 more 
than in May, but 6 less than the June average. The latter number is 11 more 
than in May, and 5 more than the June average.

METEOROLOGICAL NOTES supplied by the Meteorological 
Office, Edinburgh. 


JUNE 1928. 

Mean barometric pressure, 29°797 in.; less than the average of 1881-1915 by 
0-172 in. 

Mean temperature, 51°°8; less by 3°°5. 

Mean daily range of temperature, 13°:7; less by 1°°7. 

Rain, depth in inches, 4°90; greater by 2°67 in. 

Wind, direction of: a 3 days’ excess of winds from between N.W., and N.E. 

Anticyclonic weather prevailed during the first three or four days of the month ; 
but by 6th conditions had become unsettled. Between 9th and 11th a depression 
moved slowly from the south-west of Ireland to Scandinavia, and, with pressure 
almost continuously high over Iceland, very cold polar air streamed southwards in 
the rear of this and other depressions. From 25th onwards a stormy south-westerly 
type of weather was in evidence. The range of pressure was considerable, and at 


Edinburgh, at mean sea-level, the extremes were 30°38 in. on 2nd and 29:08 in. 
on 9th. 


From Ist to 3rd temperature was high in many districts, with at Stirling on 
Ist, 75° at Perth on 2nd and 75° at Paisley on 3rd. There was then a sharp fall 
and at some places the maximum reading on 4th was as much as 20° lower than that 
on 3rd. Thereafter cold, or extremely cold weather prevailed, most notably during 
the second week, with ground frost on several nights in some districts. The lowest 
reading reported in the screen was 28° at Balmoral, Braemar, and Logie Coldstone on 
Sth. For Scotland as a whole, the month was almost as cold as June 1927, which 
was much the coldest June for at least 60 years and probably for a very much longer 
period. 

Rainfall was everywhere above the average. In Orkney the excess was trifling ; 
but in many districts it was large, and considerable areas along the Forth-Clyde belt 
and in the eastern and southern counties had more than twice the average. Practi- 
eally no rain fell until 6th and in north-west and north hardly any until 9th, when 
heavy continuous rain became general. On 9th many districts in all parts of 
Scotland had more than | inch, and Portree, Kinlochquoich, and points in the Loch 
Katrine area more than 2 inches. ‘This rainstorm lasted through a great part of 10th. 
On 13th heavy falls occurred in south east and south (1°97 in. at Langholm) and 
thereafter conditions remained rather unsettled though in eastern districts especially 
there were some fine days. On 22nd Kinlochquoich had 2°07 in.; on 28th, 
Inveraray 1:02 in.; and on 30th Glen Etive 2:00 in, 

Stormy weather prevailed from 9th to 11th and from 25th onwards. Snow fell 
on high ground during the second week. 

Thunder occurred here and there on 6th, 8th, 9th, llth, and 13th; somewhat 
widely in the east on 17th; and in the Clyde area on 21st, 22nd, 28th or 29th. 

The first three or four days of the month were very sunny, and even in the east 
there were a few sunny days thereafter. Sunshine aggregates were slightly above 
the average at Ab rdeen and Edinburgh ; but in the west decidedly above it.

During the month of July 1928 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1921 Census 
had populations of over 30,000, the births of 4237 living children, of whom 2151 
were males, and 2086 were females. Compared with the number registered in 
June, that of male children is 125 less, that of female children 11 less, and that of 
children of both sexes 136 less. 

The monthly birth-rate in these towns taken collectively was 20°7 per thousand, 
which rate is 1°4 less than that of the previous month and 1:2 less than the July 
average. 

The monthly birth-rate of the individual towns averaged 19-9, and varied from 
31:2 in Coatbridge, 27°0 in Hamilton, and 23°8 in Greenock, to 151 in Falkirk, 
15°5 in Dunfermline, and 16°5 in Perth. In Glasgow this rate was 22°7, in 
Motherwell and Wishaw 20°2, in Ayr 20:1, in Aberdeen 19°6, in Kirkcaldy 18-4, 
in Dundee 18:2, in Paisley 18:1, in Edinburgh 17°7, in Kilmarnock 17°7, and in 
Clydebank 17:2.

During the first week or so various depressions moved on north-easterly tracks 
across, or just beyond, the north of Scotland, and almost throughout the entire 
month conditions remained unsettled in west and north. Eastern districts, on the 
other hand, came under the influence of an anticyclone which was dominant over 
England from about 11th to 24th. On 26th and 27th a depression moved from the 
south of Scotland towards Scandinavia, and in the east the only very heavy rains, 
of the month occurred at this time. At Edinburgh, at mean sea-level, the extremes 
were 30°41 in. on 17th and 29°52 in. on 5th. 

The mean temperature of the month was below the average in western districts ; 
but about, or slightly above, the average in the east. Highest temperatures occurred 
on llth, 14th, 15th, or about 21st (76° at Banff on 14th); but in the Glasgow area 
the thermometer never reached 70°. The mean daily range of temperature was 
decidedly low, largely in consequence of frequent cold days. The last two or three 
nights of the month were very cold (37° at Braemar on 30th-31st), and in northern 
districts ground frost occurred. 

In eastern, south-western, and most southern districts rainfall was much below 
the average; but towards the north-east, much above it. Around Perth and in 
eastern Fife aggregates were less than 1 in., and Perth (0°83 in.) had less than one 
third of the average. Within the wet area, Glenquoich, in West Inverness-shire, had 
twice the average, and there the month, with 12°83 in., was the wettest July for at 
least 50 years. Falls exceeding | in. occurred in some southern districts on lst and 
4th, and towards north-west on these days and also on 2nd, 3rd, 10th, 11th, 13th and 
14th; Kinlochquoich had 2°00 in. on 2nd, and on 10th as much as 3°08 in. with 
2°54 in. at Ardgour and 2°07 in. at Glenelg on that day. Generally, the first half of 
the month was very wet in western districts, with about ten days dry weather 
thereafter and moderate rains from 26th onwards. In the eastern half of the 
country the period froth 2nd—25th was abnormally dry,—here and there all but 
rainless, —with heavy falls on 26th and 27th and minor falls on 28th accounting for 
a great part of the month’s aggregate. On 26th Boghall, near Edinburgh, had 1 in. 

The preponderance of south-westerly winds was remarkable, and these were at 
times of considerable strength. On 30th-31st, with northerly winds, snow fell on 
the upper reaches of Ben Nevis, the Cairngorms, and other mountains. 

A thunderstorm occurred along the Forth-Clyde belt on the afternoon of 28th ; 
and one towards the north-east on 29th. 

In the west, with much mist and cloud, sunshine aggregates were very deficient ; 
in the east they differed little from the average. Edinburgh (176 hrs.) had more 
than twice as much sunshine as Stornoway (82 hrs.) where a cloudier July has 
occurred during the last 40 years only in 1917 (79 hrs).

Pressure was at first high over Scotland; but by evening of 5th an extensive 
Atlantic depression had encroached on Ireland, and this moved very slowly north-east. 
By 8th the centre had reached the Faroes, and after high pressure for a day or two 
conditions from 11th to 15th were very unsettled. Later, from 19th to 29th, 
pressure was continuously low along a belt stretching from the Atlantic across the 
British Isles to the North Sea, with various primary and secondary depressions 
moving eastwards within this belt. At Edinburgh, at mean sea-level, the extremes 
were 30°22 in. on 31st, and 29°36 in. on 13th. 

After very cold weather for a day or two, with minima of 33° at Braemar on Ist 
and of 34° at Balmoral and West Linton on 2nd, there was a decided temperature 
recovery, with readings on 5th of 79° at Perth and 76° at Paisley and Stirling. 
From 11th onwards temperature was on the whole variable, and at times only 
moderate. Means for the month differed but little from the average. 

In the extreme north-west and north rainfall was much below the average ; but 
elsewhere there was for the most part an excess, slight to moderate in the west but 
considerable in some eastern and southern areas. After fine weather in all districts 
heavy rain set in in the south of Scotland on the evening of 5th, and during the next 
two or three days a rain area spread gradually northwards. After a temporary improve- 
ment, conditions from 10th or 11th were very unsettled in many districts for 
several days. On 19th and 20th there were again rather heavy falls in south-east 
and south; on 23rd fairly widespread rains; and from 25th to 29th some heavy 
falls, often due to thunderstorms and somewhat local in their greatest intensity. At 
Eskdalemuir the aggregate amount for 5th and 6th was about 2 in.; on 7th, 
Inveraray had 1°86 in. ; on 11th, Langholm 2-02 in.; and on 29th, Kingsbarns 1°55 
in., in a sharp thunderstorm, but St. Andrews, six miles distant, only about half an 
inch. Generally, weather in the west was much finer than in the east. In Orkney 
there was hardly any rain of importance after 12th. 

Thunderstorms occurred here and there on 2nd, 4th and 5th; in many eastern 
districts on each day from 11th to 15th ; rather widely on 12th and 13th ; and over 
more or less wide areas on each day from 23rd to 29th. astern areas were chiefly 
affected, notably on evening of 26th; but on 29th a severe storm extended to south 
and west, with structural damage in the Dumfries area, Flooding occurred at times, 
especially in the Border districts; and various heavy rainfalls within short periods 
were locally destructive—as on the railway line between Brora and Loth, in Suther- 
landshire, on 12th. Orkney and the north-west of Scotland appear to have been 
immune from thunderstorms. 





In eastern districts sunshine aggregates were below the average; in the west 
moderate, but at Tiree as much as 173 hours as compared with 112 hours at 
Aberdeen.

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REPORT 


During the month of September 1928 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1921 Census 
had populations of over 30,000, the births of 3669 living children, of whom 1858 
were males, and 1811 were females. Compared with the number registered in 
the previous month, that of males is 217 less, of females 256 less, and that of 
children of both sexes is 473 less. 

The monthly birth-rate in these towns taken collectively was 18°5 per thousand. 
This rate is 1°7 less than that of the previous month and 1°9 less than the September 
average. 

In the individual towns the monthly birth-rate averaged 18:7 per thousand, 
and varied from 24°7 per thousand in Hamilton, 23°7 in Coatbridge, and 22°2 in 
Greenock, to 15:0 in Ayr, 16°1 in Edinburgh, 16°3 in Perth and 16°7 in Dundee. 
In Glasgow the monthly birth-rate was 19°4, in Falkirk 19°3, in Aberdeen 18°9, 
in Motherwell and Wishaw 18:8, in Kilmarnock 18°3, in Kirkcaldy 17:8, in Dun- 
fermline 17:6, in Paisley 17-3, and in Clydebank 17:1. 

Of the 3669 living children whose births were registered during the month, 
3419, or 93°2 per cent., were legitimate, while 250, or 6°8 per cent., were illegitimate. 
The legitimate children of the month numbered 446 fewer than those of the previous 
month, and the illegitimate 27 fewer. The illegitimate rate of the month is 0:1 
more than that of the previous month. In the individual towns the illegitimate 
rate of the month varied from 11:4 per cent. in Aberdeen, 10°9 in Ayr, 10°0 in 
Kirkcaldy, and 9:2 in Dundee, to 2:2 in Perth, 2-4 in Paisley, 3°5 in Falkirk, and 
3°6 in Dunfermline. In Glasgow this rate was 6:0, and in Edinburgh 8°4. 

Marriages registered in these towns during the month numbered 1826, and 
equalled a marriage-rate of 9°2 per thousand. This number is 460 more than in 
the previous month. This rate is 25 more than that of the previous month, and 
0-3 more than the September average. In the individual towns the monthly 
marriage-rate averaged 81, and varied from 12°3 in Perth, 11°] in Edinburgh, 10°5 
in Falkirk, and 10°3 in Aberdeen, to 4°4 in Coatbridge, 5:0 in Kirkcaldy, 5 8 in 
Clydebank, and 5°9 in Hamilton. In Glasgow this rate was 9°7, and in Dundee 7:0. 


NOTE.—The averages used for comparison are the means of the same rates in the 
corresponding months of the three preceding years, 
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Deaths registered in these towns during the month in all numbered 2375, which 
is 100 fewer than in the previous month. Deducting the deaths of persons with 
usual residence in Scotland but outwith the town of registration, and adding those of 
persons dying elsewhere in Scotland but with usual residence in one or other of 
these towns, the corrected number is found to be 9293, and to include the deaths of 
1155 males and 1068 females. The corrected number is 120 less than in the © | 
previous month, that of male deaths being 39 less, and that of female deaths being 
81 less. 

The monthly death-rate in these towns taken collectively and based on the 
corrected number of deaths was 11:2 per thousand, which rate is 0-2 less than that 
of the previous month, and 0°3 less than the September average. In the individual 
towns the monthly death-rate averaged 10°6, and varied from 14:0 in Coatbridge, 13°7 
in Perth, 12°8 in Dundee, and 12°6 in Greenock, to 4°2 in Kirkcaldy, 8°5 in Ayr, and 
9:3 in Paisley. In Glasgow the monthly death-rate was 11:7, in Aberdeen 10°9, 
in Edinburgh 10-8, in Clydebank 10°, in Kilmarnock 10:5, in Dunfermline 10:2, in 
Motherwell and Wishaw 9°9, in Hamilton 9°8, and in Falkirk 9°8. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 332, and equalled an 
infantile mortality rate of 81 per thousand of the average number of births registered 
monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months. These deaths are of 
the same number as in the previous month. This rate is 4 more than that of the 
previous month, but 2 less than the September average. In the individual towns 
the infantile mortality rate averaged 72, and varied from 114 in Hamilton, 112 in 
Motherwell and Wishaw, 95 in Coatbridge, and 94 in Glasgow, to 0 in Kirkcaldy, ~ 
17 in Falkirk, 48 in Aberdeen and 61 in Edinburgh. In Ayr this rate was 83 per 
thousand, in Perth 80, in Greenock 78, in Kilmarnock 78, in Dunfermline 77, in 
Paisley 76, in Dundee 74, and in Clydebank 71. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 119, and equalled a 
death-rate from these causes of 0°6 per thousand. These deaths collectively 
numbered 11 more than in the previous month, but 22 fewer than the September 
average. ‘They included 1 death from enteric fever, 1 from measles, 3 from scarlet ° 
fever, 31 from whooping-cough, 19 from diphtheria, and 64 from the diarrheeas of 
childhood, Compared with the returns of the previous month, deaths from the 
diarrheas of childhood numbered 13 more, from diphtheria 12 more, and from 
scarlet fever 1 more, but those from enteric fever are of the same amount, while 
those from measles are 3 fewer, and from whooping-cough 12 fewer. 

Deaths from influenza in all numbered 16, which is 4 more than in the previous 
month. In June these deaths numbered 16, in July 8, and in August 12. 

Deaths from respiratory diseases other than phthisis, but exclusive of those 
associated with influenza, numbered 271, and equalled a death-rate of 1°4 per 
thousand. These deaths numbered 30 fewer than in the previous month. This 
death-rate is 0-1 less than that of the previous month, but is the same as the 
September average. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 192, of which 143 were 
ascribed to tuberculosis of the respiratory system. The former number is 18 less than 
that of the previous month, but 15 more than the September average. The latter 
number is 1 less than that of the previous month, but 22 more than the September 
average. |

After anticyclonic conditions for a day or two, a south-westerly type of weather 
prevailed until 10th, and, later, secondaries to a main depression over Iceland 
exerted their influence on 14th and from 16th to 19th. By 20th an anticyclone 
which had maintained very stable conditions over England had moved beyond the 
north of Scotland, and a well-defined gradient for northerly winds was established. 
The mean pressure of the month was the highest recorded in September since 1912, 
and at Edinburgh, at mean sea-level, the extremes were 30°50 in. on 22nd and 
29°69 in. on 5th. 

During the first two weeks temperature was, as a rule, above the average, with 
highest readings very widely on 13th (72° at North Berwick and Ruthwell); but 
from 15th onwards the weather was at times extremely cold for the time of year, 
notably around 23rd and during the last two or three days of the month, with 
ground frost in many districts. The lowest readings recorded were 23° at Braemar 
on 29th and 24° at West Linton on 23rd. At Edinburgh the mean temperature of 
the last week was nearly 10° below that of the first. 

In southern and some extreme north-western and northern districts rainfall was 
below the average; but in general there was an excess, moderate as a rule but 
exceeding 50 per cent. at e.g. Blair Atholl and Grantown-on-Spey. Rain commenced 
in west on 2nd and gradually spread to nearly all districts, with an almost continuous 
fall in some areas on 4th and 5th and a two days’ aggregate approaching 2 in. 
Western districts had again heavy falls from 7th to 9th or 10th, with moderate 
amounts elsewhere. By 11th fine conditions had become general, but there were 
trifling falls on 14th, andin the west some heavy falls between 16th and 19th. 
From 20th onwards some districts were rainless, or nearly so; but in others 
moderate rain occurred on 23rd and 24th, and on 27th. 

Wind force was high around 7th and 19th; on 28th a gale was experienced in 
the Moray Firth; and at the end of the month, with persistent northerly or north- 
easterly winds, high seas were running along the east coast. By 5th or 6th northern 
rivers, notably the Spey in its lower reaches, were in high flood. On 28th snow 
fell on the Cairngorms and other northern mountains, 

A thunderstorm was fairly genéral in the west on 9th, and in and around the 
Lothians on 19th. There was sporadic thunder on 10th, 12th, 13th and 18th. 

In north and east sunshine aggregates were much above the average, and at 
Edinburgh the month was the sunniest September since 1906 ; but in the west the 
excess was but slight. In the Firth of Clyde dense fog occurred on 22nd and 23rd. 

A brilliant display of aurora was widely observed on 18th; and at Aberdeen 
aurora was noted on 7th, 8th, 20th, 21st and 23rd also.

During the month of October 1928 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1921 Census 
had populations of over 30,000, the births of 4315 living children, of whom 2244 
were males, and 2071 were females. Compared with the number registered in 
the previous month, that of males is 386 more, of females 260 more, and that of 
children of both sexes is 646 more. 

The monthly birth-rate in these towns taken collectively was 21'1 per thousand. 
This rate is 2°6 more than that of the previous month, but is 0°3 less than the 
October average. 

In the individual towns the monthly birth-rate averaged 21:1, and varied from 
30°6 in Coatbridge, 25°5 in Clydebank, 23:7 in Greenock, and 22°8 in Dundee, to 
14:9 in Dunfermline, 17:4 in Edinburgh, 17°6 in Ayr, and 17-7 in Falkirk. In 
Aberdeen the monthly birth-rate was 22°3, in Glasgow 21:9, in Hamilton 21°8, in 
Kilmarnock 21:5, in Motherwell and Wishaw 21°4, in Paisley 20°7, in Kirkcaldy 
18°9, and in Perth 18:6. 

Of the 4315 living children whose births were registered during the month, 
4059, or 94:1 per cent., were legitimate, while 256, or 5:9 per cent., were illegitimate. 
The legitimate children of the month numbered 640 more than those of the previous 
month, and the illegitimate children 6 more. The illegitimate rate of the month is 
0-9 less than that of the previous month. In the individual towns the illegitimate 
rate of the month varied from 8°6 per cent. in Clydebank, 7°7 in Aberdeen, 7:5 
Win Perth, 7-4 in Kilmarnock, and 7:1 in Ayr, to 1:9 in Falkirk, 3:1 in Greenock, 
4*2 in Dunfermline, and 4°5in Paisley and in Kirkealdy. In Glasgow this rate was 
5°9 per cent , in Edinburgh 6:2, and in Dundee 5°6, 

Marriages registered in these towns during the month numbered 165], and 
equalled a marriage-rate of 8:1 per thousand. This number is 175 less than in 
the previous month. This rate is 1*1 less than that of the previous month, but 
1:1 more than the October average. In the individual towns the monthly 
marriage-rate averaged 6°9, and varied from 9°1 in Ayr and in Perth, and 9:0 in

Edinburgh, to 4°4 in Clydebank, 4°6 +n Dunfermline, and 4°7 in Motherwell and 
Wishaw. In Glasgow this rate was 8:5, in Dundee 8°8, and in Aberdeen 8°9. 

Deaths registered in these towns during the month in all numbered 2908, which 
+5 533 more than in the previous month. Deducting the deaths of persons with 
usual residence in Scotland but outwith the town of registration, and adding those of 
persons dying elsewhere in Scotland but with usual residence in one or other of 
these towns, the corrected number is found to be 2690, and to include the deaths of 
1388 males and 1302 females. The corrected number is 467 more than that of 
the previous month, that of males: being 233 more, and that of females 234 more. 

The monthly death-rate of these towns taken collectively and based on the 
corrected number of deaths was 13:1 per thousand, which rate is 1-9 more than that 
of the previous month, and 0°6 more than the October average. In the individual 
towns the monthly death-rate averaged 11-6, and varied from 14°1 in Glasgow, 13°7 
in Edinburgh, 13:4 in Dundee, and 13:2 in Paisley, to 8°3 in Clydebank and in 
Kirkcaldy, 9:4 in Ayr, and 9°6 in Coatbridge. In Hamilton this rate was 12°9, in 
Motherwell and Wishaw 12:3, in Kilmarnock 12°3, in Aberdeen 12°2, in Greenock 
12°2..in Perth 11-6, in Dunfermline 10°8, and in Falkirk 10°8. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 350, and equalled an 
infantile mortality rate of 82 per thousand of the average number of births registered 
monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months. These deaths number 
18 more than in the previous month. This rate is 1 more than that of the 
previous month, but 7 less than the October average. In the individual towns 
the infantile mortality rate of the month averaged 70, and varied from 104 in 
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Kilmarnock, 98 in Glasgow, 97 in Ayr, and 93 in Aberdeen, to 37 in Hamilton, | 


38 in Perth, 40 in Coatbridge, and 48 in Kirkealdy. In Motherwell and Wishaw 
this rate was 85, in Dunfermline 75, in Greenock 75, in Paisley 72, in Dundee 67, 
in: Clydebank 67, in Falkirk 65, and in Edinburgh 56. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 107, and equalled a 
death-rate of 0°5 per thousand. These deaths collectively numbered 12 fewer 
than in the previous month, and 23 fewer than the October average. They included 
9 deaths from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 13 from whooping-cough, 16 from 
diphtheria, and 73 from the diarrhosas of childhood. No deaths from enteric fever

were registered during the month. Compared with the number in the previous © 


month deaths from whooping-cough are 18 fewer, and from diphtheria 3 fewer, but 
those from scarlet fever are of the same number, while those from measles are 1 
more, and from the diarrhceas of childhood 9 more. 

Deaths from influenza in all numbered 45, which is 29 more than in the previous 
month. In July these deaths numbered 8, in August 12, and in September 16. 

Deaths from respiratory diseases other than phthisis, but exclusive of those 
associated with influenza, numbered 479, and equalled a death-rate of 2°3 per 
thousand. These deaths numbered 208 more than in the previous month. This 
death-rate is 0°9 more than that of the previous month, and 0°3 more than the 
October average. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 215, of which 168 were 
attributed to tuberculosis of the respiratory system, the former number being 23 
more than that of the previous month, and 20 more than the October average.

METEOROLOGICAL NOTES supplied by the Meteorological 
Office, Edinburgh. 


OCTOBER 1928. 
Mean barometric pressure, 29°674 in.; less than the average of 1881-1915 by 
0°174 in. 

Mean temperature, 48°°0; greater by 0°:7. 

Mean daily range of temperature, 11°:0; less by 0°°5. 

Rain, depth in inches, 5°37 ; greater by 1°98 in. 

Wind, direction of: a 7 days’ excess of southerly and south-westerly winds. 

Conditions were anticyclonic at first; but by 4th a deep depression over the 
Atlantic began to spread eastwards, and affected our area for several days. After 
an improvement around 12th and 13th, very unsettled conditions became general, 
with only temporary improvements until the end of the month. On 19th-20th, a 
deep depression moved on a north easterly track, with very stormy weather. ‘The 
mean pressure of the month was the lowest recorded in October since 1924, and at 
Edinburgh, at mean sea-level, the extremes were 30°31 in. on 3rd and 28°‘77 in. on 
20th. At Stornuway on the morning of 20th pressure fell to 28°30 in. 

The last two or three days of September had been extremely cold for the time of 
year, and very low minimum temperatures were registered on lst October (21° at 
Eskdalemuir and at West Linton). By 7th the weather had become decidedly mild, 
and thereafter temperature was as a rule above the average, though the days were 
somewhat cold around 11th and 2lst and on 3lst. Highest readings occurred in 
most districts on 8th (67° at Smeaton). 

In some north-eastern and extreme northern districts, rainfall was below the 
average; but in general there was an excess, and this was very large in south and 
west, where some areas had appreciably more than twice the average. At Rothesay, 
the total of 10°31 in. was the heaviest fall in any month since December 1919 
(11:10 in ), and during the last 120 years a heavier rainfall has been recorded in 
October only in 1917 (10°50 in.). After some fine days, rain was general from 5th 
to 10th or 11th, with some heavy falls, chiefly in southern districts, on 7th, 9th and 
11th—on llth, 2°54 in. at Monreith in Wigtownshire. On 16th heavy rain 
commenced in the west, and on 1&th and 19th very heavy falls were widespread 
with a two-days’ aggregate exceeding 3 inches over wide areas; at Kinlochquoich as 
much as 3 inches on 18th followed by 1°50 in. on 19th; and at Corrie, Arran, 2°53 
in. on 19th. There were further rather heavy falls on 20th and 21st, whilst the 
period from 23rd to 30th was almost continuously wet in some western districts, 
with many daily falls exceeding 1 inch, and at Glenquoich as much as 2°15 in. on 
24th. Northern and eastern coastal districts were relatively free from really heavy 
falls. 

The weather was at times extremely stormy, and on 20th-21st a south-westerly 
gale of exceptional severity was general, with loss of life in a wreck on the 
Wigtownshire coast and a wind velocity in a gust of 78 miles per hour at Edinburgb. 
With heavy rains, flooding occurred at times. 

Thunder occurred here and there on 6th, 8th, 9th, 18th, 20th, 21st and 24th. 

Sunshine aggregates were above the average in the extreme north, and varied 
elsewhere. | 

Aurora was observed at Lerwick on as many as 14 occasions. A display on 
25th was fairly widely observed, and others on 18th and 20th were seen as far 
south as Eskdalemuir.

In the individual towns the monthly birth-rate averaged 18°9, and varied from 
27-0 in Coatbridge, 21°8 in Glasgow, 21:7 in Greenock, and 21°4 in Hamilton, to 
14°8 in Kirkcaldy, 15°0 in Ayr, and 15°8 in Motherwell and Wishaw. In 
Aberdeen the monthly birth-rate was 19°5, in Dunfermline 19°2, in Clydebank 18°6, 
in Perth 18-4, in Faikirk 18°3, in Dundee 18-1, in Paisley 17°9, in Kilmarnock 17°6, 
and in Edinburgh 17°4. 

Of the 3940 living children whose births were registered during the month, 
3689, or 93°6 per cent., were legitimate, while 251, or 6°4 per cent., were illegitimate. 
The legitimate children of the month numbered 370 fewer than those of the previous 
month, and the illegitimate children 5 fewer. ‘The illegitimate rate of the month is 
0-5 more than that of the previous month. In the individual towns the illegitimate 
rate of the month varied from 11°7 in Dunfermline, 9:1 in Aberdeen, 8°5 in 
Dundee, and 7°4 in Falkirk, to 0°0 in Ayr, 2°7 in Clydebank, 2°8 in Hamilton, and 
3°7 in Kilmarnock. In Glasgow this rate was 6°2, and in Edinburgh 6°8. 

Marriages registered in these towns during the month numbered 115], and 
equalled a marriage-rate of 5°8 per thousand. This number is 500 less than in 
the previous month. This rate is 2°3 less than that of the previous month, and 
0-6 less than the November average. In the individual towns the monthly 
marriage-rate averaged 5°4, and varied from 8°3 in Perth, 82 in Kilmarnock, and 
8-0 in Dunfermline, to 3°1 in Motherwell and Wishaw, 3°6 in Ayr, 3°8 in Clyde- 


NOTE.—The averages used for comparison are the means of the same rates in the 
corresponding months of the three preceding years, 
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bank, and 3:9 in Kirkcaldy. In Glasgow the monthly marriage-rate was 6°3, in 
Edinburgh 5:8, in Dundee 4°2, and in Aberdeen 7'6. 

Deaths registered in these towns numbered 2773, which is 135 fewer than in the 
previous month. Deducting the deaths of persons with usual residence in Scotland 
but outwith the town of registration, and adding those of persons dying elsewhere in 
Scotland but with usual residence in one or other of these towns, the corrected 
number is found to be 2611, and to include the deaths of 1315 males and 1296 
females. The corrected number is 79 less than that of the previous month, that of 
males being 73 less and that of females 6 less. 

The monthly death-rate of these towns taken collectively and based on the 
corrected number of deaths was 13:2 per thousand, which rate is 0°1 more than that 
of the previous month, but 2°2 less than the November average. In the individual 
towns the monthly death-rate averaged 12°1, and varied from 13°9 in Glasgow, 13°8 
in Edinburgh, 13:4 in Perth, and 13:1 in Dunfermline, to 9°0 in Clydebank, 10-7 
in Kirkcaldy, and 11-4 in Greenock. In Dundee the monthly death-rate was 13:0, 
in Hamilton 12°8, in Aberdeen 12°3, in Kilmarnock 12:1, in Ayr 12:0, in Paisley 
11-9, in Coatbridge 11:6, in Motherwell and Wishaw 11°5, and in Falkirk 11°5. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 406, and equalled an 
infantile mortality rate of 98 per thousand of the average number of births registered 
monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months. These deaths number 
56 more than in the previous month. ‘This rate is 16 more than in the previous 
month, but 24 less than the November average. In the individual towns the 
infantile mortality rate of the month averaged 87 per thousand, and varied from 
138 in Hamilton, 123 in Paisley, 115 in Dunfermline, and 114 in Glasgow, to 47 in 
Kilmarnock, 50 in Kirkealdy, 67 in Ayr, and 68 in Falkirk. In Greenock this 
rate was 103, in Dundee 101, in Motherwell and Wishaw 89, in Coatbridge 82, in 
Perth 77, in Aberdeen 73, in Edinburgh 69, and in Clydebank 69. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 74, and equalled a 
death-rate of 0-4 per thousand. These deaths collectively numbered 33 fewer 
than in the previous month, and 77 less than the November average. They included 
1 death from enteric fever, 3 from measles, 6 from scarlet fever, 12 from whooping- 
cough, 21 from diphtheria, and 31 from the diarrhceas of childhood. Compared 
with the number in the previous month, deaths from the diarrhceas of childhood 
are 42 fewer, and those from whooping-cough 1 fewer, but those from enteric fever 
and measles are each 1 more, from scarlet fever 3 more, and from diphtheria 5 more. 

Deaths from influenza in all numbered 42, which is 3 fewer than in the previous 
month. In August these deaths numbered 12, in September 16, and in October 45. 

Deaths from respiratory diseases other than phthisis, but exclusive of those 
associated: with influenza, numbered 530, and equalled a death-rate of 2°7 per 
thousand. These deaths number 51 more than in the previous month. This 
death-rate is 0°4 more than that of the previous month, but 0°9 less than the 
November average. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease numbered 198, of which 150 were 
ascribed to tuberculosis of the respiratory system. The former number is 17 less 
than that of the previous month, and 29 less than the November average. The 
latter number is 18 less than in the previous month, and 25 less than the 
November average.

NOVEMBER 1928.

Pressure was high at first over the Faroes and Iceland; on 9th an anticyclone 
was centred over the British Isles; but on 10th very unsettled conditions developed. 
On 16th a deep depression moving on an east-north-easterly tract from the south- 
west of Ireland caused extremely stormy weather over England; on 23rd another 
abnormally deep depression crossed Scotland ; and yet another passed further north 
on 25th. Thereafter conditions were comparatively stable. At Edinburgh, at mean 
sea-level, the extremes were 30°30 in. on 28th, and 28°10 in. on the afternoon of 
23rd, the latter being the lowest reading on record for November. 

Temperature was moderate or low at first, with ground frosts; but from 10th 
onwards, with south-westerly winds, much abnormally mild weather was experienced, 
with temporary falls of temperature in the rear of the various depressions. Highest 
readings occurred almost everywhere on 10th (63° at Edinburgh, Liberton), though 
here and there on 29th; and lowest generally on 9th (16° at Braemar and 18° at 
West Linton). At Edinburgh the minimum in screen did not fall below 32°. 

In nearly all districts rainfall was appreciably above the average, notably in 
south and west; but here and there, as at Balmoral, Crieff and Kelso, there was a 
trifling deficiency. At Rothesay during the last 120 years the aggregate of 9°19 in. 
has been exceeded in November only in 1917 (10°44 in.). From Ist-8th slight 
rain occurred in the east; but little or none in the west. On 9th rain commenced 
in west and north, with rain on every day thereafter in many districts and some 
extremely wet periods, notably from 21st to 24th. Amounts exceeding 1 in. were 
recorded over limited or wide areas on each day from 9th to 14th, and from 16th to 
26th, and in the far north on 29th and 30th. On 23rd the whole of Scotland was 
involved in a considerable rainstorm, with more than 2 in. at e.g. Carsphairn, 
Arrochar and Inveraray ; and at Arrochar the aggregate rainfall from 21st to 24th 
was nearly 7 inches. In eastern districts there were not a few fine days, especially 
during the last week, when falls even in the wetter areas were moderate. At 
Cargen, near Dumfries, the wettest year on record is 1872 with 63°50 in.: the 
aggregate for the first eleven months of 1928 (64:13 in,) exceeds that amount. 

During the third and fourth weeks of the month the weather was at times 
extremely stormy, and on 23rd a south-westerly gale of exceptional severity did 
much damage, with flooding in many districts. 

Thunderstorms occurred here and there, but in no case widely, between 19th and 
23rd, on 25th, and on 29th. 

Dense fog occurred, notably in the Clyde area, on 8th-9th. 

Sunshine aggregates were, as a rule, rather above the average in eastern 
districts. 

Aurora was frequently observed :—at. Lerwick on 13 nights and at Aberdeen 
on 9. Displays on 13th and 15th were noted as far south as Eskdalemuir.

During the month of December 1928 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1921 Census 
had populations of over 30,000, the births of 3988 living children, of whom 2052 
were males, and 1936 were females, Compared with the number registered in the 
previous month, that of males is 13 more, of females 35 more, and of children 
of both sexes 48 more. 

The monthly birth-rate in these towns taken collectively was 19°5 per thousand, 
which rate is 0-4 less than that of the previous month, and 1:7 less than the 
December average. 

In the individual towns the monthly birth-rate averaged 18°7, and varied from 
23°3 in Clydebank, 22°4 in Greenock, 21°3 in Coatbridge, and 21:2 in Glasgow, to 
13°5 in Ayr, 14°2 in Dunfermline, 14°4 in Perth, and 15°8 in Edinburgh.

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 80, and equalled a 
death-rate of 0-4 per thousand. These deaths collectively numbered 6 more 
than in the previous month, but 150 fewer than the December average. They included 
2 deaths from measles, 6 from scarlet fever, 23 from whooping-cough, 24 from 
diphtheria, and 25 from the diarrhoeas of childhood. Compared with the numbers 
in the previous month, those from whooping-cough are 11 more, and those from 
diphtheria are 3 more, but those from scarlet fever are of the same amount, while 
those from diarrhoea and measles are 6 fewer and 1 fewer respectively. In the 
previous month there was 1 death from enteric fever, in this month there were none. 

Deaths from influenza in all numbered 49, which is 7 more than in the previous 
month. In September these deaths numbered 16, in October 45, and in November 42. 


Deaths from respiratory diseases other than phthisis, but exclusive of those. 


associated with influenza, numbered 639, and equalled a death-rate of 3:1 per 
thousand. These deaths numbered 109 more than in the previous month. This 
death-rate is 0°4 more than that of the previous month, but 1:3 less than the 
December average. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 199, of which 146 were 
ascribed to tuberculosis of the respiratory system. The former number is 1 more, 
but the latter 4 less than in the previous month.

DECEMBER 1928. 


Mean barometric pressure, 29°916 in. ; greater than the average of 1881-1915 by

Mean daily range of temperature, 8°'7 ; less by 0°:2. 

Rain, depth in inches, 3°89; less by 0°16 in. 

Wind, direction of: a 4 days’ excess of winds from between north-east and south- 
east. 

During the first few days of the month, pressure over Scotland was moderately 
high ; but with the passage of a depression from the Hebrides eastwards to Norway 
on 6th, conditions became generally unsettled. From 11th to 15th a high pressure 
svstem became established over Norway, and bright cold weather was much in 
evidence; but on 15th and 16th with the passage of a low pressure area over our 
Isles, conditions were very unstable with heavy local rains and gales. At Edinburgh, 
at mean sea-level, the extremes were 30°43 in. on Ist, and 29°19 in. on 10th. 

For the first two or three days, temperature maintained a fairly high level, but 
on 7th and 8th there was a sharp fall, with severe frosts, and temperature was in 
general low, until after the middle of the month. 

From 22nd to 25th there was again a slight rise, followed by a sharp reaction 
around 28th, during which period many places registered their minimum temperature 
for the month. The extremes were 55° at Perth on Ist, and 14° at Braemar on 28th. 

In some northern districts, and more notably over the Firth of Clyde area, rain- 
fall aggregates were slightly above the normal; but over the greater part of Scotland 
there was a very slight deficiency. 

The lst was in general dry; from 2nd to on, or around 10th rain fell daily in 
north-west in moderate amounts (Arrochar 1°09 in., Gruline (Mull), 1°78 in.) ; butin 
the east there were only very trifling falls. From 11th to 14th wide areas recorded 
no precipitation, but on 15th there was again a return to wet weather which continued 
more or jess uninterruptedly until 30th. From 22nd to 25th there was a particularly 
wet period, with heavy rainfalls in north-western and Loch Fyne areas, with 2°27 in. 
at Glenquoich on 23rd and 1°80 in. at Inveraray on 22nd. 

Wind force was high on 7th, and again around 23rd-24th, 25th and 26th, gales 
being reported more or less locally on these dates particularly in the Northern 
Hebrides. Snow fell more or less locally on 7th and 8th and very generally on 14th 
and 15th, but there was an absence of any particularly heavy falls. 

Yhunder was reported on 4 days, on 6th in Ayrshire, and on 24th, 25th, 26th in 
the far north and over western Scotland. 

In Orkney and the Hebrides sunshine aggregates were slightly below the normal ; 
but over eastern Scotland there was a slight excess. Thus while Baltasound had 
only 10 hours for the whole month, Edinburgh had as much as 46 hours. 

Aurora was observed in Shetland on 5th, 6th, 7th, 11th, 12th, 13th and 14th, 
and at Orkney on 5th and 6th; at Gordon Castle and Stornoway on 5th, and Aberdeen 
on 6th.
